Effective,  immediately,  the  instru6tions  given  in  this  supplement 
supersede  all  previous  instructions  released"  from  this  division  jre-- 
garding  the  prepariation  and  suomission  of  Standard  Form .  1095 ...Sipnmary 
Statement  of  Disbursements  and  Collections  by  Appropriation  Limita- 
tions. '  .  ' 

The  requirement's  -of  -  this  memorandum  are  based  on  Budget  and  Finance 
Circulars  No s.  43,  122,  217,  541  and  711,  Budget  and  Finance  Memoran- 
dum No,  ^  60,  General  Regulations  No.  83  (15  Comp.  G-en,  1156)  and  a 
letter  dated  May  29,,  1943,  from  C.  G.  Garman,  Acting  Director  of 
Finance,  Department  of  Agriculture,  to  Edward  J.  Kelly,  Chief,  Fiscal 
Division,  Food  Distribution  Administration. 

As  the  monthly  Account  Currents  and  supporting  siimmaries  are  now  pre- 
pared by  the  Disbursing  Officers  to  indicate  only  the  prefix  or  first 
three  digits  (location)  of  the  assigned  disbursing  symbols,   it  will  be 
necessary  to  prepare  only  t^o  separate  monthly  Standard  Form  No.  1095, 
Summary  Statement  of  Disbursements  and  Collections  by  Appropriation 
Limitation;  one  to  include  all  disbursing  and  canceled  check  transac- 
tions and  the  other  to  include  all  collection  transactions;  the  col- 
lection Standard  Form  No.  1095' s  shall  include  both  collections  and 
disbursements  applicable  to  Special  Deposits,  War  Bonds,  Victory  and 
Withholding  tax  accounts.     See  Exhibits  "A"  and  "3. n 

Signature  and  Distribution 

The  separate  monthly  Summary  Statement  of  Disbursements  for  each  dis- 
bursing symbol  and  the  separate  monthly  Summary  Statement  of  Collec- 
tions for  each  collection  symbol  shall  be  prepared  in  qua-druplicate  on 
Standard  Form  No.  1095  and  shall  be  appropriately  identified  by  the 
name  of  the  Department,  Administration,  Accountable  Officer,  and

station  (location  of  the  Disbursing  Officer),  sheet  number  and  period 
(month  and  year)  of  the  statement.     See  Exhibits  "A"  and  "B. 

The  original  of  each  monthly  Standard  Form  No.  1095,  Summary  Statement 
of  Disbursements  and  Collections  by  Appropriation  Limitations,  shall  be 
manually  signed  in  Washington  "by  the  Chief  or  Acting  Chief  of  the 
Cashier,  Payroll  and  Service  Section  and  in  the  regions  by  the  Chief  of 
the  Regional  Fiscal  Division  or  the  Chief  of  the  Regiona.1  Accounts  Sec- 
tion.   The  name  and  title  of  the  signor  will  be  typed  or  stamped  oii  the 
original  and  all  of  the  duplicates.    The  original  monthly  Summary  State- 
ment of  Disbursements  and  the  original  Summary  Statement  of  Collections, 
Standard  Form  No.  1095' s  shall  be  supported  (except  Washington  Opera- 
tions) in  every  instance  by  the  applicable  copies  of, each  of  the 
Schedules  relating  to  the  summarization.     Such  Schedule's  need  not  be 
completed  as  to  Disbursing  Officer's  Voucher  Number  and/ or  Certificate 
of  Deposit  Number,  . 

The  manually  signed  original  and  duplicates  one  and  t^^-o  of  each  monthly 
Standard  Form  No.  109.5  must  be  mailed  in  sufficient  time  to  reach  the 
Finance  and  Accounts  Division,  Accounting  Management  Section,  Washington, 
D,  C.  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  the  month  in  which  the  transac- 
tions rere  accomplished  by  the  Disbursing  Officer,  '    '  . 

The  Regional  Fiscal  Division  ^vill  retain  the  third  duplicate  copy  of 
each  separate  monthly  Standard  Form  No.  1095' s  and  shall  make  an  immedi- 
ate determination  of  the  correctness  of  the  submitted  monthly  Standard 
Form  No.  1095' s  upon  receipt  of  the  Account  Currents  from  the  Disburs- 
ing Officer.     If  the  examination  reveals  incorrect  preparation  of  the 
submitted  monthly. Standard  Fomj  1095' s  revised  monthly  Standard  Form 
No,  1095' s  will  be  immediately  prepared  and  mailed  as  prescribed  above. 
The  revised  monthly  Standard  Form  No.  1096 's  must  reach  the  Accounting 
Management  Section,  Washington,  D.  C,  not  later  than  2.0  days  after  the 
close  of  the  month  in  v/hich  the  transactions  Tere  accomplished  by  the 
Disbursing  Officer  and  be  plainly  ma.rked  "Revised,"    See  Exhibit  "C." 

The  Washington  Finance  and  Accounts  Division  "?ill  retain  the  third 
duplicate  copy  of  each  separate  monthly  Standard, Form  No.  1095' s  and 
shall  make  an  immediate  determination  of  the  correctness  of  the  sub- 
mitted monthly  Standard  Form  No/  1095' s  upon  receipt  of  advice  from  the 
Office  of  Budget  and  Finance,  Departmental  Accounts  Section,  Depa.rtraent 
of  Agriculture  of  any  discrepancy  noted  in  their  examina,tion  of  the 
Washington  Account  Currents. 

Completed  Schedules  Furnished  by  Disbursing  Officers

1098,  Schedule  of  Canceled  Checks,  from  the  Dis- 
"bursing  Officers  indicating  the  da.te  received  and  accomplished  by  the 
Disbursing  Officers  in  accordance  with  General  Regulations  No.  87

Regional  Fiscal  Divisions  will  currently  receive  completed  copies  of 
Standa^rd  Form  Uo.  1044,  Revised,  Schedule  of  Collections;  Standard 
Form  Ho.  1046,  Revised,   Schedule  of  Transfer  -  Special  Deposits;  and 
■  Standa.rd  Form  No.  1096,   Schedule  of  Voucher  Deductions  from  Disburs- 
ing Officers  in  accordance  "'ith  General  Regulations  No.  87  (15  Comp. 
Gen.  1159)  and  No.  78,  Revised,  (17  Comp.  Gen,  1128).     Such  schedules 
will  have  been  completed  by  the  Disbursing  Officers  to  indicate  the 
Certificate  of  Deposit  number  and  date  of  deposit.     Schedules  of  Trans- 
fer -  Special  Deposits  and  Schedules  of  Voucher  Deductions  "'ill  also 
indicate  the  check  number (s)  dra.wn  to  accomplish  the  desired  tr^^nsac- 
tion(s)  and  the  initially  processed  (pa.yment)  date(s)  (Budget  and 
Fina,nce  Circular  No.  541). 

In  Washington,  the  Chief  Disbursing  Officer  will  currently  return  com- 
pleted schedules,  outlined  above,  to  the  Office  of  Budget  and  Finance, 
Departmental  Accounts  Section,  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  Depart- 
mental Accounts  Section  will  on  a  daily  or  current  basis  transmit  the  • 
completed  schedules  to  the  Finance  and  Accounts  Division. 

Examination  of  Completed  Schedules 

The  Washington  Finance  and  Accounts  Division  and  the  Regional  Fiscal 
Divisions  shall  immediately  examine  completed  schedules  returned  by 
Disbursing  Officers  to  determine  that  charges  and  credits  have  been 
applied  correctly  to  the  appropriations  and/ or  funds  as  indicated  by 
the  retained  accounting  copies  of  applicable  schedules  (this  examina- 
tion shall  be  accomplished  by  actually  comparing  the  retained  account- 
ing copies  with  the  accomplished  copies  bearing  complete  paid  or  de- 
posit information). 

It  is  possible  for  the  Disbursing  Officers  to  make  pa^yments  from  erron- 
eous appropriations  (other  than  as  indicated  on  schedules)  or  make  pay- 
ments in  erroneous  amoujits  (other  than  as  indicated  on  schedules)  which 
will  not  allow  the  monthly  Summary  Statement  of  Disbursements  to  agree 
with  the  Disbursing  Officer's  Account  Currents.    These  discrepe-ncies 
will  not  be  corrected  by  the  Regional  Fiscal  Divisions,  but  shall  be  the 
subject  of  a  memorandum  addressed  to  the  Office  of  Budget  and  Finance, 
Departmental  Accounts  Section,  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  memorandum 
shall  be  attached  to  the  original  and  each  of  the  three  duplicate  copies 
of  the  monthly  Summa.ry  Statement  of  Disbursements,  Standard  Form  No. 
1095,  and  sha.ll  not  be  mailed  directly  to  the  Office  of  Budget  and  Finance, 
Departmental  Accounts  Section.    The  Office  of  Budget  and  Finance,  Depart- 
mental Accounts  Section,  Department  of  Agriculture,  will,  when  adminis- 
tratively certifying  the  Account  Currents,  take  the  action  necessa.ry 
for  correcting  the  discrepancy. 
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In  certain  instances,  errors  in  monthly'-  Standard  Form -No..  1095' s  are 
discovered  iDy  the  Office  of  Budget  and  Finance,  Departmenta;!  Accounts 
Section,  Department  of  Agriculture,   in  comparing  original,  vouchers . 
with  monthly  Summary  Statements  of  DisiDur.sement s.    These  errors  are 
usually  "based  on  disagreement  "bet'o^'een  schedules  and  voucherSc    The  De- 
partmental Accounts  Section  usually  prepares  "Revised"  Summary  State- 
ments and  transmits  them  to  the  Administration  for  certification.  'I^hen 
errors  in  the  monthly  Standard  Form  ¥.0^  1095' s  are  corrected  in  .thite 
manner,  Regional  Fiscal  Divisions  need  not  execute  Standard  Form  Ho*..  . 
1097  correcting  the  particular  schedule(s)  that  was  incorrect. 

When  a  Disbursing  Officer  makes  deposits  to  er-f'oneous  receipt  accounts 
(other  tha.n  as  indicated  on  the  schedule),  the  monthly  .Suraraa.ry  State- 
ment  of  Collections,  Standard  Form  Ho.  1095,  will  not  agree  ^'^^ith  the  . 
Disbursing  Officer' s  Account  Currents.     Such  discrepa.ncies  will  not  be 
corrected  by  the  Regional  Fiscal  Divisions,  but  shall  ,be  .the  subject 
of  a  memorandum  addressed  to  the  Office  of  Budget  and  Finance,  Depart- 
mental Accounts  Section,  Department  of  Agriculture.  .  The  memorandum 
shall  be  attached  to  the  original  and  each  of  the  three  duplicate  copies 
of.  the  monthly  Summary  Statement  of  Disbursements,  .  Standard  Form  Ho-.  . 
1095,  and  shall  not  be  mailed  directly  to  the  Office  of.  Budget  and 
Fina.nce,  Depa.rtmental  Accounts  Section.     Hecessary  corrections  will  be 
made  by  the  Office  of  Budget  and  Fina.nce,  Departmental  Accounts  Section, 
Department  of  Agriculture,  when  tha.t  office  compares  -the  original 
schedules  with  the  monthly  summaries. 

When  other  than  the  above  described  errors  are  discovered,  the  correc- 
tion shall  be  made  by  Standard  Form  Ho,  1097,  as  prescribed  by  General 
Regulations  78-Revisedo     In  no  instance  sha,ll  Treasury  Department 
Division  of  Disbursement,  Form  1712,  Request  for  Adjustment  of  Previous 
Incorrect  Appropriation  or  Other  Charge,  be  used., 

Disbursement  Work  Sheets  (Exhibit  "D") 

Separate  disbursement  work  sheets  shall  be  prepared  and  maintained  each 
month  for  each  sub-appropriation  under  each  main  head  of  appropriation 
for  each  appropriation  having  xio,  sub-appropriation  and  for  each  limita- 
tion or  fund.     Each  form  shall  .be  identified  by  the  symbol  of  the 
appropriation,  sub-appropriation,  limitation  or  fund,  the  month  and. 
the  Disbursing  Officer' s  symbol. 

Receipted  copies  of  Schedules  of  Canceled  Checks  will  be  totaled  by.

The  da.ily  date  totals  applicable  to  each  appropriation,  sub-appropriation, 
limitation  or  fund  •-"ill  be  entered  on  the'  part inent  disbursement  ^Foxk^ 
sheet  opposite  the  calendar  da.tes  on  which  the  applicable  Schedules  of 
Canceled  Checks  were  receipted  by  the  Disbursing  Officers, 

Completed  copies  of  Schedules  of  Disbursements  will  be  totaled  by  calen- 
dar dates,  appropriation,   sub-appropriation,  limitation  or  fund. 
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Thereafter,  the  daily  diite  totals  applicable  to  each  appropriation,  sub- 
appropriation,  limitation  or  fund  will  be  entered  on  the  pertinent  dis- 
bursement w'ork  sheets  opposite  the  calendar  dates  on  which  completed 
Schedules  of  Disbursements  ^«^ere  ps.id  by  the  Disbursing  Officers.
